And one of these appearances 
was, says Dr, Richardson, between 11 
B.C. and) 6 B.C. Thete is also evi- 
dence that in August, 11 B.C,, the 
comet was in the constellation Gem- 
ini, a little north of the two bright 
stars Castor, and Pollux. And these 
stara, in their daily journey across 
the heavens, passed through the zen- 
ith at Bethlehem. 

Since Halley’s Comet was close to 
Castor and Pollux on that August 
night in 11 B.C,, it must have Stood 
directly over Bethlehem, Certainly 
the appearance in the sky of s0 
bright a body as Halley’s Comet 
could not have failed to arouse won- 
der among the people.
